THE FEDERAL ELECTION LAW 


Will Cause the Upheaval of Popu- 
lar Government 


AND BRING ABOUT ANARCHY. | 


The Result of Republican Party 
Desperation. 


“Wasnrnaton, May 14. —[Special.]—As I 
have stated over and over again in this cor- 
respondence, the republicans are determined 
to pass a national election law. 

Three months had not elapsed after the re- 
publicans had carried the country in 1888 be- 
fore ascheme was placed upon the stocks to 
take away from the states all control over con- 
gressional elections and place them under fed- 
eral supervision in order to give to the repub- 
licans extraordinary advantages for perpetu- 
ating their power. 

The primary object of the proposed law was 
to reinstate in the south the allied white car- 
pet-baggers, scallawags and ignorant negro 
elements whose yoke the respectable people of 
that section had thrown off after years of strug- 

and suffering. 

o wrhen this matter was first talked of in the 
domocratic newspapers the demccratic leaders 
here were not seriously alarmed. They relied 
upon the sober, conservative element of the 
republican party and the fear of reaction in 
the north to save the south from that infliction. 
Within the past few weeks, however, there has 
Deen a sudden change of sentiment. 
URGED ON BY PARTY DESPAIR. 

Now it isno longer the question of smash- 
ing the precedents of a century to build up 
the party inthe south. The republicans are 
driven to the passage of a national election 
law by desperation and despair. They have 
gone to the wall on the tariff ; their civil 
service pretensions have been exploded; their 
course on pensions has proven unpopular, and 
their wholesale extravagance With subsidies 
and bounties is echoed by ominous rumblings 
from the oppressed farmers. In the east and 
in the west their support is crumbling, and 
they stand face to face with an overwhelming 
defeat at the polls next fall. 

Conservative estimates of the demo- 
cratic majority in the next house range 
from twenty-five to fifty. Under such circum- 
stances a federal election law, designed to 
thwart the will of the people, has become im- 
perative. Speaker Reed and ‘‘Headsman”’ 
Clarkson sounded the alarm at Pittsburg’s 
banquet, three weeks ago, and the leaders on 
the house side have determined that a federal 
election law must be passed before this session 
closes. , 

CHAOS AND ANARCHY AHEAD. 

When they do pass such a law, it isgoing to 
rock the very foundation of this government; 
create chaos and anarchy in the south ; furnish 
another era of reconstruction scandals and 
crimes, and precipitate riots in the south cer- 
tain of deplorable results. 

The attempt to pass it through congress will 
eventuate in a contest the most bitter that has 
been witnessed since the days of Andy John- 
son. 

The bill agreed upon is the one introduced 
by Representative Rowell, of Illinois, last Fri- 
day. Itisa composite of the Hoar, Sherman 
and Lodge bills with several features even 
more radical than any contained in those bills. 
It is like an elastic tape-measure, capable of 
being stretched to cover any majority the 
democrats may turn up at the next election 
by shutting out enough southern members to 
» give the republicans control at the organiza- 


MMtion of the house. 


The bill requires a detailed explanation to 
fully set forth its far-reaching character. 

It provides that upon the petition of 100 

itizens of any congressional district, the dis- 
“trict judge shall order the election of congress- 
men to be held under the provisions of this 
act. Atthe very outset, therefore, it is evi- 
dent that the law is designed _ to 
operate only in the south, for if 100 
petitioners from one party should ask 
for federal supervision at a congressional 
election in the north it would show the lack 
of confidence in the local officers which the 
people would promply repudiate at the polls. 
The chief supervisor shall then appoint three 
supervisers for each polling precinct in the 


against thirty-one southern democrats. Their 
names will be withheld from the rolls, thus 
giving the republicans control at the organiza- 
tion, and once instailed in power it is idle to 
hope that any sense of justice and right will 
make them vote to oust themselves from the 
control. 
THE FIGHT WILL BE IN THE SENATE. 

This is the all important question’ with the 
people of the south just now. The passage of 
this bill will. work aninjury to the entire 
south. The members and senators here realize 
thatand willexert every effort to kill the 
measure. However, under the house rules, 
and with Reed, himself, engineering it, there 
is very little chance of defeating it there. In 
the senate the great fight will be made, but in 
the event Senator Sherman’s advice is taken 
and a vote is forced, then the bill will become 
a law, for Harrison,in his message, recommend- 
ed it and will sign it. Indeed, it looks right 
now that we are tohave anational election 
law forced upon us and the old reconstruction 
days in the south are, to a certain extent, tobe 
gone through with again. E. W. 


A LIQUOR BILL IN THE SENATE, 


——e — 


Giving to States Power to Reculate Traffic 
Within Theie Limits. ‘ 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—In the senate the 
bill, with amendments, subjecting imported 
liquors to the provisions of the laws of the 
several states, was reported from the com- 
mittee and placed on the calendar. The 
amendment is practically a new bill, and pro- 
vides that no state shall be held to be limited 
or restrained in its power to prohibit, reguiate, 
control or tax the sale or transportation (to be 
delivered within its own limits) of any dis- 
tilled, fermented or other intoxicating liquors, 
by reason of the fact that the liquors have 
been iinperted into any state from beyond its 
limits, whether there shall or shall not have 
been paid thereon any tax, duty or import to 
the United States. é‘ 

Mr. Wilson, of Lowa, submitted a report from 
the judiciary committee on the bill in which it 
was stated that the purpose ot it is to grant the 
permission of congress to the several states to ex- 
ecute their laws to protect society and promote 
its best interests. ‘This bill, the report says, is 
clearly within the suggestions of the decision re- 
cently rendered by the United Stites supreme 
court in the original package case and, therefore, 
the committee recommend the passage of the 
bill. 

Mr. George did not concur with the majority in 
their report. 

Mr. Hoar made an extended explanation of the 
bill, and Messrs. Vest, Edmunds and Wil:on, of 
Iowa, had something to say about it, when Mr. 
Plumb desired to know what question was before 
the senate, and was informed by the vice-presi- 
dent that there was no question pending. He 
then demanded the regular order, and when Mr. 
Hoar desired to make some further remarks, Mr. 
Pinmb objected and insisted on the regular 
order. :

The ques- 
tion then went over until tomorrow. 

The house bill to amend the act of June 18, 1888, 
authorizing the county of Laurens, Georgia, to 
construct a bridge across the Oconee river at Dub- 
lin, in that county (extending the time); and a 
house bill authorizing the construction of a rail- 
road bridge near the same place, were passed.

A KENTUCKY INTRODUCTION. 


Mr. Settle Presented to the Caucus asa Can- 
didate for Senator. 

FRANKFORT, Ky , May 14.—In addition t 
the names mentioned last night as presented | 
for votes for United States senator in the 
caucus, that of Hon. Evan E. Settle, of Owen 
county, was put forward. The gentleman 
who nominated him provoked roars of laughter 
by describing him asa ‘‘gentleman from end 
to end”’ and by saying that the senator should 
be a poor man, as Mr. Settle was, as he 
‘‘owns nothing but a wife and four small chil- 
dren.”’ 

The vote on adjournment stood 66 to 46. 
The opposition is thought to represent Mr. 
Carlisle's first-choice strength. The opinion 
that Mr. Lindsay will be Mr. Carlisle’s chief 
rival has gained supporters. 

THE BALLOTING BEGINS. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 14.—Balloting for United 
States senator by the legislature in joint ballot 
was without any unexpected features. Carlisle 
received thirty-four votes, McCreary one, and the 
rest were givento men who are not candidates. 
The friends of Lindsay claim thirty votes in to- 
night’s caucus. 

Among the rumors current today is one that the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad company, and 
Mason and Ford’s company are using their infiu- 
ence in favor of Judge Lindsay, who is attorney 
for both companies. This is the first hint that 
suggests anything of a business nature in the con- 
test. The plan suggested is to bring over to Lind- 
say the friends of McCreary and Knott.

MACUNE EXPLAINS THE PLAN. 


~ Objections. | 
LIVINGSTON’S. TURN TODAY. 


Ben Terrell Talks on the Rela- 
tions of Political Parties. 


WaAsuinoton, May 14.—[Special.]—Dr. Ma- 
cune, representing the Farmers’ Alliance, this 
morning continued his argument, begun yea- 
day, before the ways and means committee, in 
favor of the Pichler bill to establish a sub-treas- 
ury for the receipt of agricultural products. He 
was questioned by members of the committee 
respecting the details and probable effect of 
the bill. Mr. Bayne wished to know if one ef- 
fect would not be to encourage overproduc- 
tion. Dr. Macune replied that it would not,for 
just assoon as the farmers’ calling became 
more profitable than others, there would be an 
influx of men into that business, which would 
result in a reaction and finally the restoration 
of an equilibrium. To his mind, no fixed 
volume of currency—no matter how great— 
would meet the needs of agriculture. it 
wanted an elastic medium. -The farmer sold 
his crops in the fall when prices were the loyw- 
estand bought his supplies before harvest 
when prices were highest. Crops were max- 
keted in two or three months of the year, and 
this marketing annually causeda great stria- 
gency in money. : 

MR. FLOWER’S OPPOSITION. 7 

Mr. Fiower feared that the plan would lead 
to banking on live shoats, iron, lead and silver 
ore. They were getting along now in the lat- 
ter direction at the other end of the capitol, 
In time we would have everything ‘‘in hock.” 
In the course of ten years, the government 
would be nursing children and women work- 
ingin the field. The true remedy for the 
farmers’ ills was the manufacturers’ plat, 
They should regulate production. Raise only 
enough produce tomeet the people’s wants, 
and thereby get fair prices. 

Dr. Macune proceeded to explain the pro- 
cess — to regulate the issue of produce 
certificates. He said that the necessity for ex- 
cluding imports of agricultural products was 
obvious if the quality of the certificates was 
to be preserved. The certificates would con- 
stitute the soundest and best currency in the 
world. Probably not one-half of the $50,000,- 
000 appropriation asked for to put the new 

machinery in action would be required, but 
the sum should not be absolutely fixed at the 
minimum, asin time it would be necessary to 
extend the system to include all of the pro- 
ducts of labor not covered by patents. 

In conelnsion Dr. Macune said that the Na- 
tional Alliance had not sent out a singie 
‘srinted petition, and that these petitions and 


the spontaneous offerings of farmers of the 
United States, who were convinced that they 
knew what they wanted and were going to 
have it. 

Mr. Flower said, incommenting upon the ar- 
gument, that the farmer would do well to 
manage his domestic affairs without governe 
ment interference. 

COLONEL LIVINGSTON TODAY. 

Colonel Livingston was offered a half-hour’s 
hearing by the committee this morning, but 
declined it, saying that he could not deliver 
his argument in that time. The committee 
then agreed to hear him tomorrow morning. 
Colonel Livingston says he knows certain con- 
gressmen are laying for him, but he is pre- 
pared to show that the farmer needs govern- 
ment aid, and that he can prove the feasibility 
of the sub-treasury plan, or something very 
near like it. 

A TALK WITH BEN TERRELL, 

Among the alliancemen present was Ben 
Terrell, the lecturer. I talked with him about 
the relations between the alliance and politi- 
cal parties. He said: 

“We do not trade with any party. We are 
more patriots than partisans. We are tired of 
sacrificing the interest of the people for party. 
We have got nothing to do with the democratic 
party. We are in favor.of alliance meas- 
ures. Where a state is democratic, we want 
to elect such democrats’ as will 
work in the interest of measures promulgated 
by the alliancein convention. The répub 
can members of this order will make the sam 
effort to send men here who are friends of th 
people, rather than friends ofa party.

questions before the body, and it is hoped that 
much active, vigorous work will be done in be- 
haif of the great enterprises which the church 
has in hand. 

THE HISTORY OF THE BODY. 

This body of Presbyterians dates its distinct 
organization to 1861. When the war began, 
the old-school Presbyterian church was co- 
extensive with the United States in territory. 
Many hoped that tlie church would safely ride 
the storm of war, but when the assembly of 
that year met in Philadelphia in May, there 
was a large majority of northern men in the 
body. There was much demand fora “‘deliv- 
erance,’’ and a resolution was passed setting 
forth in substance, that it was the duty of 
Presbyterians to uphold the United States 
government administered at Washington. The 
southern members of the assembly and a con- 
siderable number of leading northern 3nem- 
bers peavene’ against that action, but it 
passed, and as southern Presbyterians were 
then living under the confederate govern- 
ment, they were of necessity shut out from the 
assembly. 

ACTION OF THE SOUTHERN PRESBYTERIANS,. 

In December of that year in Augusta, Ga., 
the Presbyterian church in the Confederate 
States 
was formed. The opening sermon was preached 
by the Rev. Dr. B. M. Palmer, then and now 


_ the pastor of the First Presbyterian church, of 


New Orleans. A large number of able minis- 
ters and elders, now dead, were members of 
that. body. 

After the war the name was changed to that 
of ‘‘The Presbyterian Church in the United 
States,’’ the northern branch being ‘*The Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica.’’ 

THE TALK OF ORGANIC UNION. 

There has been talk of organic union be- 
tween the bodies, but there have been grave 
difficulties. The northern church insists on 
having negro presbyteries in the same assembly 
“with the whites. ‘They have several such in 
ths south, nominally a part of their 
church, but residing at a _ great. dis- 
tance from the white presbyteries. The 
southern church has a theological institute for 
the training of a colored ministry, at Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., which they support, and they 
have twenty or more colored ministers and 
churches on their roll, but all this is done that 
they may prepare these people to start for 
themselves an African Presbyterian church, 
and there are now two separate African presby- 
teries, aided with money by the white church} 
but entirely separate in organization. The 
southern church holds that far more good 
can be done for the African by helping 
him to have his own church. It holds 
tuat only in a separate organiza- 
tion can any considerable number of 
colored people benefited. This matter has 
placed an impassable gulf between the two 
bodies, but some northern men were willing to 
coine to the southern view. 

ANOTHER DISTURBING QUESTION. 

The northern body is now wrestling with 
the question of revising the Westminster con- 
fession of faith, now nearly 250 years of age. 
The southern church will stand aloof and see 
what the northern brethren may do on that 
line. The probability is that organic union is 
postponed to the indefinite future. 

THE LAST MEETING. 

The last southern assembly met in Chatta- 
nooga. It asked its presbyteries to send up 
formulated papers to this assembly on the 
subject of ‘“‘The Tithe’ and of voluntary 
societies. The action of the presbyteries 
indicates that the church regards the 
giving of one-tenth of all income to the 
Lord as a good rule, but not made binding by 
scripture, being a proportion possibly too 
much for some Christians, and certainly far 
too little for others. On ‘“‘societies,’’ the indi- 
cations are that those formed in individual 
churches, under advice and counsel of pastor

THE KENTUCKY DERBY. 


A Very Muddy Track andthe Horses Make 
Siow Time. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 14.—The features of the 
opening day of the spring meeting of the Louis- 
ville Jockey club, were a great crowd, some lively, 
though not particularly heavy betting, and mud. 
Andthen the Kentucky Derby was run in the 
slowest time On record. The nearest approach to 
it was in 18838, when Leanities galloped away from 
Drake Carter and the rest in 2:43. 

It rained all night, continuing till 10 o’clock this 
“morning. Then the clouds began to break away, 
and there were occasional glimpses of the sun. 
The track was slush at the opening. ‘The slightest 
canter scattered slop for several feet on either 
side. Asthe racing progressed the mud drieda 
little, and became more sticky. 

The initial event was the five-furlong dash for 
two-year-olds. Grandpa won, Liberty Bell second, 
General Caldwell third. Time 1 :07%4. 

Second race, one mile. Uncle Bob won, Glock- 
ner second, Warpeak third: Time 1 :46'4. 

Then the Derby,iand Riley won it, becanse he 
was a long way the best horse started. None of 
the other five conld tonch him on that muddy 
track and it is doubtful if Bill Letcher, who alone 
proved to be in the same class, could have pushed 
the great son of Longfellow even over a dry track. 
The starters were Riley, Bill Letcher, Robespierre, 
Palisade, Prince Fonso and Outlook. They finished 
in the order named. Time 2:45 

Fourth race, three-quarters of a mile beat; first 
heat, White Nose won, Loveland second, Friend- 
less third, Time1:19%, Second heat, White Nose 
won, Loveland second, Banner Bearer third. Time 
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CROWDING TO THE TRACK. 

At 2 0’clock, the heavens were clear, and the 
derby track at Churchill Downs lay like a bright, 
yellow ribbon glistening tothe sunshine. Throngs 
of people had been crowding the street cars, and 
scores of carriages and vehicies of every descrip- 
tion blocked the way, for hours. When the bell 
called for the firat race, the stand areain front 
and the betting standafand field,free on derby day, 
were filled as never before. Twenty thousand 
people were present. There were more strangers 
than for many years. Cincinnati and Lexington 
contingents came in this morning, looking 
much bedraggled by the rain, but were dried off 
and in high feather at the track. The aggregate 
of money that changed hands was very great. The 
pool-room at the Louisville hotel was packed this 
morning, and, though there were twenty-five 
bookmakers at the track and auction-povis, the 
jam was so great that many were unable to place 
their money. Whenever good odds went up there 
would be a crush in that direction, and only the 
strongest and most courageous could push their 
way through and secure advantage. There was 
not much plunging, owing to the uncertainty of 
the principal event, but a steady stream the 
whole afternoon. All talk about Riley being out 
of condition was nonsense. He was never inore 
fit, clean of limb, sound and strong. Tiere was no 
sign of cough or other indisposition. His eye was 
clear and bright, and he looked a winner. 

RILEY’S RIDER. 

Then there was Isaac Murphy’s riding. The 
occasion required a jockey who could keep his 
horsein hand. Murphy did this admirably. He 
had his horse under complete control throughout; 
held him back to let others set a pace through the 
mud, kept the way open before him to take ad- 
vantage of every favor the dreadful track afforded, 
and ready at the right moment tou make the run- 
ning and win the race. At the sharp turns be- 
yond the stand and near the five-eighth, Murphy 
rode his horse on the inside track, saving two or 
three long jumps at each place, and at the right 
moment came out on the high center of the track 
where going was the lightest. Then at the three- 
quarters, coming home, he lethim out and came 
under the wire, fresh and Strong, an easy winner. 

The contrast with this was Robespierre’s inan- 
arement by Little Francis. For some reason, just 
at the last moment, Riley, the trainer, was taken 
off, and Francis substituted. The little jockey 
was unable to control his horse, and it was a fight 
throughout, in which Robesy:ierre wou'd be sawed 
down and held back for a few leaps, only to take 
the bit and run to the front at a pace that was 
killing to him. ' 

There were six starters, as expected. Riley, 
with Murphy up, was received with immense 
cheering, meant as much for the rider as for the 
horse. Then came Prince Fonso with Overton in 
the saddle, followed in order by Palisade with 
Britton, Bill Letcher with Allen up, Robespierre 
ridden by Francis and Outlovk ridden by Breckin- 
ridge. 

Letcher and Robespierre were greeted with 
rounds of applause. Atthe start, in the betting, 

tobespierre was a hot favorite on even terms; 
Riley suddenly dropped to two, to one, and 
Letcher was at the same figure. They cantered 
leisurely around to the half-mile post opposite 
the stand, as the chute had been closed, and were 
off at the first tap of the drum, with Letcher in 
the lead, Palisade second, Outlook third; the 
others bunched. Inthe stretch, Robespierre led 
by half a length, Outlook second, Fonso third ; the 
others close-up. At the quarter, Robespierre still 
led, Outlook second, Palisade third; the others 
scattered in the rear. At the half, Riley was first 
by a head, in front of Robespierre, but kept 
the lead only a twinkling ; Letcher 
third. Robespierre ran out, making 
a race to three-quarters, when Riley began his 
race and the rest began whipping for life. At once 
Riley went to the front a jength, Kill Letcher 
coming to the second, and leaving Robespierre 
third; the rest straggling, one, two and three 
leneths behind; Outlook lost. In the stretch 
Riley wastwo lengths in front of Letcher and

CrepAR Keys, Fla., May ii.—Four deputy - 


United States marshals arrived here late last 
night for the purpose of arresting the mayor of 
the city—W. W. Cottrell—and his city mar- 
shal—Mitchell—on the charge of assaulting 
Customs Collector Pinkerton and interfering 
with him in the prosecution of government 
business. The action of the government au- 
thorities is the result of a long series of out- 
rages perpetrated by Cottrell in the most of 
which he has been aided and abetted by Mar- 
shal Mitchell. A genuine reign of terror has ex- 
isted here, the full details of which will probably 
never be known until Cottrell is safe behind 
the bars, for the people do not dare to speak 
against him so long as he isat liberty. United 
States officers succeeded in arresting Mitchell 
this morning, but Cottrell] was apprised . of 
their coming and isnoW in hiding. They areom 
his trail, however, and hope to take him be- 
fore morning. 

The recent condition of affairs here seems 


hardly possible in a land of liberty, but invest- 
igation proves the following story to be strictly 
true:

In short, they are to correct ir- 
regularities and declare whatever result seems 
to them proper. These returns are then sent 
to the chief supervisor, a republican, who, in 
conjunction with the United States 
marshal and district attorney — two 
other republicans—shall fermally  can- 
vass the returns and forward them 
to the clerk of the national house of repre- 
Senatives. 

If from such returns it shall appear that 
another and different person is elected than

Our enterprising committee on entertainments 
has also added to our receipts the wel- 
come sum of $401.50, by means of. a spelling 
bee, held in DeGive’s opera-house a few weeks 
since. 

The library has been able to offer the hospitality 
of its central and convenient rooms to various 
committees and assoeiations for charitable and 
literary purposes, but this hospitality must of ne- 
cessity be limited by the first duty of this institu- 
tion, which is to provide books to its subscribers 
and a quiet opportunity to read.

The telegram shows two or three things. 

In the first place, it was filed in the office at 
Milledgeville at 10 o’clock Tuesday night, and 
didn’t reach the executive department until 11 
o’clock yesterday morning. 

And delays are dangerous—sometimes. 

It happened that the delay did no harm in this 
particular case. 

“Ti’a a strange thing to me,” said Major Warren 
yesterday, “that every time there is talk of that 
sort, the executive department is flooded with 
telegrams. The governor replied, in effect, that 
the sheriff had already unlimited power to sum- 
mon-a posse, and might, without a line from the 
governor, Summon every man in the county. If 
an outbreak was imminent, under section nine of 
the military law, approved October 13th, 1885, the 
mayor is authorized to call out the militia, and no 
special authority from the governor is needed. 

‘‘That’s the law, and a great deal of this tele- 
graphing the governor is entirely unnecessary. 
The law makes ample provision for such emergen- 
cies, and sheriffs and mayors ought to read and 
know the law.”

AROUSES THE CURIOSITY OF QUIT- 


MAN. 


One Prominent Citizen Whales Another, 
When Knives and Firearms are Intro- 
duced—Sensational Developments. 


QuiTMAN, Ga., May 14.—[Special.J—“You 
grossly insulted ine in the grand jury room.

THE POCKET-KNIFE DRAWN, 

As soon as Brooks could do so, he put him- 
self in a defensive attitude. Taking a step or 
two backward, he drew his pocket-knife, and 
then began to advance upon Badger. Mean- 
time, Mr. E. T. Dukes, a by-stander,had seized 
Badger and called upon him to desist; when, 
however, he saw Brooks advancing with open 
knife, he released Badger.

ATTENDING TO HIS WOUNDS.

Call,in behalf of Badger and Brooks, got the 
gentlemen together and endeavored to bring 
about an amicable settlement; but, at the end 
of an hour, the chasm was apparently wider, 
ayd the conference ended abruptly. 
REFERRED TO A BOARD OF HONOR. 

It is reported that Monday morning Mr. 
Prooks seut to know of Mr. Badgerif Brooks 
could get satisfaction, and that Badger said 
that he could. 

About noon of the same day, the adjustment 
of the matter was referred to a board of 
arbitration, consisting of Dr. E. A. Jelks, 
Judge A. P. Perham and Mr. R. K. McCord. 
At nightfall, things were in statu quo. 

By those whoarein position to Know, the 
opinion is expressed that the situation 
is grave. A chance caller at Mr. Bad- 
ger’s place of business cannot fail to see a 
double-barreled shot-gun, and near it four 
loaded shells. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

Mr. Badger was a member of the grand jury 

that has just adjourned; so was Mr. Brooks. 


‘They are well-known citizens, and the af- 


fair is the sensation of the town. 

Mr. Brooks was asked what he said in the 
grand juryfroom that caused Mr. Badger to 
unake the assault upon him, but he gave no re- 


ply further than to say that there was a mis- ; 


understanding; that the insult was fancied 
rather than real. 

Mr. Badger was approached with the same 
question, but his only answer was: “I was 
most grossly insulted. Besides, I wag un- 
fairly treated. Brooks was permitted to Make 
9 statement, while I was denied the privi- 

eve. 

The altercation is the talk of the town. 
W hat took place in the grand jury room touch- 
ing the case is an open secret, and the desired 
information was obtained from other sources. 

AND THIS IS THE STORY. 

Early in last December Mr. Brooks had a 
difticulty with Mr. M. C. Wade, the clerk of 
the city council, in whieh Mr. Wade struck 
him with his fist. Mr. Brooks secured a gun 
and, returning, leveled itat Mr. Wade, Mr. 
Badger stepped between the two and was 
ordered by Brooks to getout of the way. He 
refused to do so, and Brooks desisted from his 
threatened assault. 

At the term of the superior court just ended, 
several charges against Mr. Brooks were 
handed tothe grand jury, of which he and 
Badger were members. From information 
that Brooks had, he had reason to believe that 
Badger presented the charges. He asked the 
privilege of a personal explanation, and dur- 
ing his statement he used language that, to 
Mr. Badger, was insulting. Badger asked 
permission to reply, but, report says, was de- 
nied it, when he then and _ there told 

srooks, so it is said, that he would see him 
laier. | 

THE OFFENSIVE STICK. 

Foreman Sparks says that the charges against 
Brooks were not not handed in by Badger. On 
the same day Badger went to his shop and 
made the stick with which he afterwards as- 
saulted Brooks; then he impatiently awaited 
the adjourning of the grand jury. Within less 
than half an hour after he was freed from 
the obligations of a juror, he met Brooks, as 
wecited above. 

The affair is greatly regretted by.friends of 
the gentiemen, and by all law-abiding citizens 
and itis earnestly to be hoped that the diffi- 
culty may be peaceably settled.

WHO HAS BEEN DUPING THE NE- 
GROES AROUND DANIELSVILLE. 


His Will is Law, and. Implicit Obedience is 
Insisted Upon—He Arrests a Good- 
Looking Colored Girl. 


DANIELSVILLE, Ga., May 14.—[{Special.]—A 
bold, black adventurer has created a furor 
among the negroes near Madison Springs, on 
Broad, and along Hudson rivers, and puts 
them on the war-path after him. 

He is a big, black negro, with a lame leg 
and crippled or deformed hand. He goes ona 
crutch, calls himself Dr. Luther R. Farmer, 
and claims to be president of the “United 
States Golden Star society,’’ of the states of 
Georgia, South Carolina and Alabama. 

THE WORK HE DOES. 

He organizes lodges, demands perfect obe- 
dience to his laws, alledging that the whole 
United States is backing him ; dupes the mem- 
bers of their initiation fees; promising a char- 
ter that he never sends; beguiles both men and 
women into giving money to send for silk 
dresses, gold rings, shoes, etc., at fabulously 
low prices, and claims power to arrest any 
member for any remark made against his pro- 
ceedings oragainst the order. His wife he 
boards among the brethren under promise of 
pay, never fulfilled. 

ARRESTS A COLORED GIRL. 

Last week he unceremoniously arrested a 
good-looking young mulatto girl, Georgia Bul- 
lard, who was under contract and at work for 
William Bragg, a hard-working, well-to-do 
colored man, owning Bragg’s Ferry, without 
stating the offense of which she was charged, 
and showed no authority for the arrest.

THE BOILING WATER. 


Which Bubbled up From a Well Being Sunk 
in Brunswick. 

BRUNSWICK Ga., May 14.—[{Special.]—Last 
week the city water works broke down, and the 
Kennon Manufacturing company, of Bruns- 
wick, toavoid a shut-down in case of another 
break-down at the works, commenced digging a 
large well.

Bismarck’s Enemy. 

If a German medical specialist, whose 
name is not given, is worthy of belief, Bis- 
marck is not a victim of old age or the mor- 
phine habit. He has simply been downed 
after a long tussle with John Barleycorn. 

We need not waste time in looking for the 
enemy who is responsible for the iron chan- 
cellor’s downfall. The physician's curt 
statement that the old statesman has been 
wrecked by alcoholism tells the whole story. 

Here is a man whose rugged constitution 
seemed to defy all the ills of mortal flesh. 
He built an empire, marshaled armies, ruled 
over kings and dictated to parliaments. He 
was proud of his bleod, proud of his 
physical strength and proud of his intellect- 
uality. Men bowed down before him and 
hailed him as the power behind the throne. 

Now, stripped of his power, no longer 
shielded by servile courtiers who were ready 
to perjure themselves to guard his reputa- 
tion, the old man is seen at his worst. 

Itisa sad sight, but it is nothing new, 
Greater and better men have been wrecked 
in the same way ever since the first vineyard 
was planted. Alexander died drunk, anda 
debauch killed Shakespeare. One made the 
world wretched and the other made it 
happier for all time, but both met the same 
humiliating fate. Why should Bismarck be 
spared? 

After all, there is nothing startling in all 
this. The veins of kings and noblesand the 
idle rich are filled with wine instead of blood. 
In the height of their power and prosperity 
their vices set the fashions of the day, and 
they escape the public consequences that 
follow the intemperance of the common 
herd. But judgment comes at last—some- 
times in later generations and sometimes in 
their own day, when misfortunes come upon 
them and every tongue begins to wag. Then 
the brutal truth comes out, summed up in 
that tremendous word—alcoholism. 

But history will take care of Bismarck. 
He fought a good fight—he lived for his 
country—he did the work of a giant. What 
wonder that he broke down at last, and paid 
for his violation of nature’s laws? Some- 
times a great ora good man shows that he 
is very human—very weak—very helpless. 
Shall we on that account empty the vials of 
our wrath upon him and scourge him with 
a whip of scorpions? We cannot afford to 
run the world on sucha schedule. Some- 
times we must be a little blind and very 
kind. Whenever there is room for it; the 
virtues of our fellow-men should be remem- 
bered and their faults forgotten. 


The Forsyth Street Bridge. 

The communication of Hon. Z. A. Rice, 
published in another column, urging the 
building of a bridge across the railroad 
tracks at Forsyth street, is on the right line, 
and Tne CONSTITUTION heartily endorses 
it.

The way to in- 
crease the prosperity of a town is to adver- 
tise it; a liberal investment in this way is 
sure to bring large returns in business and 
population, and the people are beginning to 
realize this and are working on the right 
lines. Thus we see well-lisplayed advertise- 
ments in influential newspapers and trade 
journals setting forth the advantages of Geor- 
fia towns—in the journals of the north, as 
well as those of the south—and great benefit 
has resulted and will result from them. 

A town cannot be prosperous if the people 
are content tu fold their hands and wait for 
the outside world to come their way and take 
hold of and build up their enterprises; they 
must first go to work themselves, and let the 
world know that they are working; then it 
will come to their rescue and give them a 
lift in their labors for the upbuilding and de- 
velopment of their section. 

In this connection it is also pleasing to note 
that the enterprise and progress of which the 
people are talking through the newspapers, 
is not generally the result of ‘‘booms,’’ Which 
are here today and gone tomorrow, but of 


steady growth, encouraged and sustained by 


the rich promise of success found in the un- 
limited resources of the south. 8% 

The advice of the Georgia editors to their 
readers is, ‘“Talk up your town,”’ This is good 
advice, and the people are profiting by it, 
but they are talking and working, too, and 
herein lies the secret of their success. 


The New Slavery. 

Something very much like slavery may ex- 
ist even under the outward form of a free 
government. 4 

Thomas Carlyle understood this when he 
wrote to an American abolitionist: ‘What 
difference does it make whether you own 
slaves or hire them?”’ 

The feudal system was slavery, because 
the masses toiled for the benefit of a few 
privileged classes. . The system of high pro- 
tection championed by Mr. McKinley is an- 
other form of slavery producing precisely 
the same result. 

When we strip the McKinley bill of its 
verbiage, and express its purpose in plain 
English it will be found that its object is 
to make 65,000,000 people contribute a large 
share of their hard earnings to a few 
hundred capitalists who want the earth, and 
have contracted with the republican party 
for it. 

Now, from an enlightened point of view, 
this isa sort of civilized slavery. An un- 
necessary increase in prices forced by the 
government in order to build up the for- 
tunes of a favored few means that the masses 
must work harder, stint themselves, and 
make themselves generally uncomfortable 
so that a few monopolists may ride in carri- 
ages, and dazzle the world with their dia- 
monds. 

Practically, this is what protection .per se 
leads to. The new slavery is a phrase that 
fits it and does it justice. Will afew lords 
of monopoly and their henchmen in con- 
gress be able to. force it upon a great people? 


Adopting Democratic Doctrine. 

The rank republicanism of the business 
interests of the north and east were never 
more clearly exemplified than in their atti- 
tude toward the proposed silver legislation 
of the present congress. When the demo- 
crats had control of the administration and 
the lower house of congress, Wall street, and 
the banks, and the business men of the 
north and east were ready to havea fit 
every time the subject of silver was men- 
tioned. ‘The republican editors flew into a 
rage, and there*was a general hullabaloo all 
along the line. 

How different now! The. republican 
party, hard pressed by public sentiment, 
has concluded to take up the silver policy of 
the democrats, and the very men and inter- 
ests that have heretofore been opposing that 
policy, and declaring that it would ruin the 
country, are now engaged in finding argu- 
ments to Justify the caucus measure pro- 
posed by the republicans. When such 
papers as ‘RHE CONSTITUTION, the 
Courier-Journal and the Times-Dem- 
ocrat—to mention only a  few—were 
urging silver legislation, the republican or-

and east were frantic in their opposition, 
but now that the republictns threaten to 
take hold of the matter, even Wail street 
has come to the conclusion that such legis- 
lation will be for the best.

which democrats might differ, but no demo- 
crat is opposed to the remonetization of sil- 
ver. The republicans may pass a silver 
bill, but they cannot steal democratic thun- 
der. The record is made up.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


COLONEL GEORGE T. FRy’s recent memorial 
day speech at Chattanooga was not correctly de- 
scribed in the special telegram, headed ‘‘Fry’s 
Red Hot Speech.” So far from being a fiery ef- 
fort, it was a dignified and eloquent address of 
great value froma legal, political and historical 
point of view. Colonel Fry summarized the com- 
pact of our union, showed that. it had .been vio- 
lated by some of the parties to it, and that the 
southern states withdrew from the partnership to 
protect their rights and their property, and that 
they fought in self-defense. His brief review of 
the leading events of the struggle 
was graphic, and in his Sta- 
tistics made a splendid showing for southern 
valor and endurance. He made it plain that the 
northern prisons were worse than Andersonyille 
or any of the southern prisons. The speech was a 
vindication of the south, but there was nothing 
disloyal in it—nothing calculated to revive the 
bitterness of the past, and it was as fair to the 
blue as it was to the gray. 


A WASHINGTON special says: “In regard to 
the elaborate charge from the Kansas City Tinies 
that Senator Ingalls, in his oration on Represent- 
ative Burnes, was guilty of plagiarism from the 
sermons of Massillon, the Senator said to-day that 
he translated an extract on the subject of the im- 
mortality of the soul from a French exercise book 
over thirty years azo.

SHERMAN SET BACK. 


How Aunt Fanny Talked to the Old 


General.

“Aunt Fanny” Barron, who is a South Carolin- 
ian, toid an interesting story of an experience she 
once had with General Sherman. Twenty-five 
years ago, just after the close of the war, Mrs. 

tarron was visiting at New Haven the wife of 
Donald G. Mitchell, “Ike Marvel.”

Without taking a moment’s thought, 
I rushed up to him and grasped him by the arm. 
I’m not sure but that I shook him, forI was al- 
most beside myself.

I gasped, ‘oh, how could you let your 
men act as they did in my friend’s house in South 
Carolina! They broke her beautifn! piano—they 
ruined her carpets—they smashed the picture of 
her dead father’—and here,” says Aunt 
Fanny, I burst into tears. General Sherman was 
terribly moved. “For God’s sake, madame, calm 
yourself,” he c1ied. “These things are horrible, 
but they are the fortune of war. I wasn’t there or 
I should have stopped it; calm yourself; my dear 
madame!’ I made no reply, but rushed from the 
house still sobbing. You can imagine the com- 
motion this scene created. In fact I broke up the 
party. I never met General Sherman again until 
the occasion of the centennial ball at tlie 
Metropolitan opera-house last year. During 
the promenade I came face to _ face 
with the general, who had Mrs. Hicks-Lord on 
hisarm. Mrs. Lord put out her hand and stopped 
me. “Aunt Fanny,’ she said, “I want you and 
General Sherman to know each other.”

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LIGHTNING AS A CONJUROR. 


It Cuts a Chimney in Two Without Much 
Injury. 
From the Dry Goods Economist. 

Apropos of the damage done by lightning to 
the big Clark chimney at Newark, and the 
wide public interest which has been feit in the 
daring method of its repair, we have heard of 
@ much more singular similar occurrence, 
which we believe has neyer yet found its way 
into print. 

About six months ago,one of the many 
stacks at the Barbour Linen Thread Works at 
Paterson was struck by lightning inthe most 
peculiar manner. The chimney is a square 
brick structure about one hundred feet high. 
The electrical bolt struck it about thirty feet 
from its summit, cut it clean in two horizon- 
orf so that the upper section was lifted clear 
of the remainder and dropped back into space 
that it remained balanced and 
, thongh swaying a little in the strong 
wind. Not wishing to attempt to rebuild the 
chimney during the winter, the company 
caused a scaffolding to be built, anda broad 
iron band to be rigged around the fracture a 
little distance outward from the chimney, 
forming a trough, into which cement was 
packed, thereby rendering the chimney tempo- 
rarily safe. During the summer the stack will 
ae Sanee down to the point of fracture and re- 

ulit. 

We will make a small wager that among al! 
the recorded freaks of lightning it would be 
difficult to match this; and were it not that we 
have the particulars from Mr. Barbour him- 
self, a journal of the high veracity of the Dry 
Goods Economist would hesitate Bode giving 
the story to its readers. The facts of the case 
are ample vouched for, however, and it is only 
strange that the curious occurrence has not 
previously been commented upon.

THE REV.SAM SMALL OUT FORTHE 
LEGISLATURE. 


He Announces That He Wil! Run tothe EI 
tion Day, and That the Prohibition 
Platform Is His. 


Rev. Sam W. Small is home again, 

He came in yesterday morning from Iowa 
and will remain several days with his family 
ahd friends. 

Mr. Smail is in the race for the legislature 

Immediately after reaching the city, Mr. 
Small was mingling with prominent: prohi. 
bitionists. 3 

This mingling was productive of many 
rumors touching Mr. Small’s candidacy. In 
the evening he was found at his home and 
admitted that he was in the race, and said 
that he would be there at the finish. 

“What do you propose to do about the legis. 
lative race?’”’ he was asked, after he had 
acknowledged his candidacy. 

“What can I do except to maintain the posi- 
tion in which my friends have placed me. By 
their action, in the mass-meeting at the Opera~ 
house on the 4th of April, I was almost unpani- 
mgusly recommended to the people of Fulton 
cotinty to represent their temperance senti- 
ments in the-next genera! assemb! y- That pus 
me before the people of the county, to be ac- 
cepted or rejected, as the result may be. Con- 
sidering the number and character of the men 
who thus recommended me, I cannot but be 
lieve the good people of the county will give 
my candidacy a fair treatment, and so I am 
before them for their decision.” 

“What do you consider the terms of your 
candidacy ?’’ 

‘Simply that the men who have thus recom- 
mended me announced in their resolutions why 
they thought proper to do so. As I under. 
stand it, they believe the temperance senti- 
ment in Fulton county is of such strength and 
character as to deserve recognition and repres 
sentation. While, by numbers, they mieht 
fairly c:aim more, they only ask the people to 
give them one representative, and that one to 
be myself. I do not see how their request can 
be denied, except upon the mere ground that 
I am personally not the fittest man to repre- 
sent such temperance sentiment. As to that 
the mass-meeting endorsed me and the people 
will be asked to ratify their action. I wil} 
abide the popular decision most cheerfully, 
since personally it would be a loss in many 
ways and of doubtful gain in any way, for me 
to be a member of the legislature. Neverthe 
less I should esteem the honor and confidence 
bestowed and would do my best to serve the 
interests of the county and the state.” 

‘Then you consider yourself the auti-liquor 
candidate distinctly ?”’ 

“Surely, nobody who knows me, or the men 
who presented me to the people, 
will mistake my attitude upon the 
liquor question. But, while that is true, 
Iam a candidate upon all other legitimate 
issues that may enter into the election of a 
representative. I ain for Atlanta and Fulton 
county, first, last and all the time. Whatever 
can be justly and lawfully done to advance the 
welfare of either will be a chief concern with 
me,if I should be elected. I believe in 
Georgia, in her rights and needs as the great 
commonwealth of the south, and desire that 
her honor and her progress shall be faithfully 
guarded and enhanced. 

“The farmer feeds us all and I am cone 
vinced that every measure which injures his 
interest will be a_ genera! injury to 
the state; that whatever will help, 
enlarge and capitalize his condition 
will be a substantial and inestimable boon to 
all the people. So, also, as to the working- 
men of the state. The laborer is not only 
worthy of his hire, but he is worthy of the care 
and protection of the state whose industries he 
supports upon his sinewy muscles. Nearly 
every interest of the state has been better rep- 
resented and legislated for in past years than 
those of the workingmen. For them 
and the farmers, equally with the mercantile 
and municipal interests so dependent upon 
them, I would stand asa firm and strenuous 
advocate. If they think I would prove patient 
to hear their desires and loyal to seek their ful- 
filment, then I shall be glad to have them 
support me. If they can finda better and 
afer man I would have no right to complain. 

These, in general terms, are the conditions 
of my candidacy. I intend to antagonize 
nobody unnecessarily, and hope the condi- 
tions of the race for the popular approval 
may produce no necessity for a heated strug- 
gle between myself and any other aspirant.”

ghe Touching Speeches Made at the Present- 
ation of the Grady Portrait tothe 
Chamber of Commerce. 


The most touching, loving tribute yet paid 
the memory of the late Henry W. Grady, was 
geen by those gathered at the chamber of com- 

yesterday morning. 

It was the presentation of the Grady portrait 
to the chamber by the committee. 

And the great love every one present enter- 
gained for Mr. Grady was apparent. 

A HISTORY OF THE PORTRAIT. 

Mr. Grady was always one of the warmest, 
staunchest friends the chamber of commerce 
ever had, and from its inception up to the 
time of his death he worked hard for its suc- 


When the organization first thought of a 
building of its own Mr. Grady entered into the 
work with that enthusiasm he always exhibited, 
and when ground was broken for the building 
he was present, lending happiness and encour- 
agement to even the laborer, with pickin hand, 
by the happy smile he wore. : 

As the building went up, he predicted the 
chamber’s success, and foretold the great good 
it would do for Atlanta. 

And when it was formally dedicated, he was 
there, enthusing the members by his eloquence 
and good advice. 

A year ago, when it was deemed wise to in- 
crease the membership of the chamber, Mr. 
Grady entered upon the work with a dash that 
was simply irresistible, and long before the 
time had expired the limit was reached. 

In Mr. Grady’s death the chamber lost one 
of its most devoted and successful members, 
and realizing its great loss, the body decided 
to commemorate his memory in a life-like oil 
portrait. 

| THE COMMITTEE NAMED. 

The work was entrusted to a committee 
composed of Mr. Julius L. Brown, Dr. R. D. 
Spa'd nv, Judge H. B. Tompkins, Colonel G. 
W. Adair and Mr. E. P. Chamberlin. 

The committee had two or three meetings 
and decided to place the work in the hands of 
Professor Guillaume, the famous artist, of 
Washington, D.C. 

A few days ago the portrait was surrendered 
tothe chamber and was hung upon the wall 
to the right of Major Benjamin E. Crane, late 
president of the chamber of commerce. 

Secretary Saunders covered the portrait with 
a@white cloth to hide the artist’s masterly 
work until the committee should surrender it 
to the chamber. 

Wednesday, May 14th, was the day for the 
presentation. 

EXERCISES AT THE CHAMBER. 

At 11 o’cleck yesterday morning the chamber 
contained one of the best and most representa- 
tive audiences that has ever gathered there. 

Every one present had known Mr. Grady 
and had admired and loved him. 

President Oglesby called the meeting to order, 
stating that there was some important. business 
to be considered, but that it would be postponed 
until a subsequent meeting in order to accept 
the portrait of Mr. Grady from the committee. 

Mr. Brown, chairman of the committee, 
stepped forward. 

Mr. Saunders, secretary of the chamber of 
commerce, took a position by the portait. 

Every eye was upon the white cloth. — 

The silence was intense. 

THE PORTRAIT SURRENDERED. 


Mr. Brown said: 

Mr. President: On the 25th day of MDe- 
cember last, a meeting was held in this 
hall for the purpose of doing honor to the memory 
ofour late departed friend. At that meeting a 
resolution, among others, was passed, directing 
that a portrait of him be painted and placed upon 
these walls. 

At a meeting of the directors, subsequently 
held, your committee was spec to carry out 
the resolution which had been passed by the 
membership. 

After some delay, made necessary on account 
of his other engagements, we procured the ser- 
vices of Professor L. M. D. Guillaume, of Wash- 
ington, D. C.,a pupil of Delaroche and a fellow- 
student with Bouguereau, well-known to the artists 
of the world, and himself not unknown to fame as 
an artist of distinguished ability, to paint this 
portrait. 

The work has been done ina manner entirely 
Aatisfactory to your committee and entirely satis- 
factory to the family of our late friend. 

In the language of one who knew Henry Grady 
better than any other person in this world, “It 
needs only life to be Henry Grady.” 

| am sure itis neediess, Mr. President, for me 
toagain say how dear Henry Grady was to me and 
how much I deplore his death. F have done that 
twice already; once upon this floor and at an- 
other time in a larger hail. Were I to attempt 
again to speak of iny friend, it would be but a 
repetition of that which I have said before. 

taffords me pleasure to announce to this 
chamber that the work which it has ordered has 
been completed, and in behalf of your committee, 
Mr. President, I now present to this chamber the 
portrait of our fricnd, Henry W. Grady, that it 
may be placed upon its walls, there t) remain a 
perpetual reminder to us of him who was so dear 
a friend to this organization, and as an example 
and an inspiration to those of us who yet remain, 
and to those who come after us. 

LOOKING AT MR. GRADY. 

As Mr. Brown was concluding, Secretary 
Saunders grasped the cloth with hisright hand 
and as Mr. Brown finished his address, pulled 
the covering away. 

The face-of Mr. Grady .was exposed to the 
audience. 

The artist’s work was perfect. 

Only the quick, labored breathing of Maz, 
Grady’s friends broke the stillness. 

For a second the silence was oppressive. 

It was the silence which precedes the storm. 

Then the applause came. 

It wasa loud, long tribute to the memory of 
the man they loved so well in life and ‘to 
whose memory they are now so devoted. 

WHO PAINTED IT? 


The portrait was painted by Pro- 
fessor L. M. D. Guillaume, who was 
born near Bordeaux, in France, and after 

duating from the best schools of art in 
ordeaux, went to Paris and became the 
pupil of Delaroche, one of the most dis- 
lnguished artists of modern times, among 
whose best works is the Hemicycie. The or- 
iginal project or study for this painting is 
owned by Mr. Walters, of Baltimore. It was 
enlarged and painted by order of the city of 
Paris upon the walls of the Hotel de Ville or 
city hall. When the commune destroyed 
the building, of course,the painting, being fres- 
voed upon the walls, was destroyed with it. A 
delegation from the city of Paris was sent to 

r. Walters to buy the original project. Their 
first offer was $75,000 in gold. This was de- 
Clined. Mr. Walters was then asked how 
much he would take for the original project, 
and his remark was: ‘Gentlemen, that pic- 
ture will never leave America.” 

Professor Guillaume was a student with 

uguereau, who painted, among other things, 
the Nymps and Satyrs, which is in the Hoif- 
man house, New York. He was also a student 
with a great many other distinguished French 
artists. | 

After studying under Delaroche he returned 
to Bordeaux, and after competition with eigh- 
teen of the best artists of rance, he was se- 
lected to paint a picture of Liberty on the 
Walls of the Hotel de Ville at Bordeaux. 

He has taken at different times in Paris 
three first prizes at the Salon. 

While in Paris he attracted the attention of 
the American minister, Hon. Alexander 
Reeves, of Virginia, and he was induced -by 
him to come to Ainerica in 1852. He located 
first in New York, but on account of tronble 
with his eyes came to Richmond with his

So much 
so that, as& token of his appreciation, General 
Stonewall Jackson presented him, as a souve- 
nir, with one of his gloves, worn him on 
that field. General Lee presented him with a 
Mexican blanket used by him on the field, and 
President Davis presented him with the sad- 
dle used by him in the review. 

These battle pictures were so perfect that 
during the reconstruction period General 
Terry would not permit them to be exhibited 
in Richmond at a ladies’ fair for the benefit of 
confederate soldiers. Professor Guillaume, 
fearing that they might be injured in some 
way, sent them to Washington city, and, 
Knowing of the southern sentiments of Mr. 
Corcoran, asked him to take care of them. 
Through Mr. Corcoran he was induced to 
locate in Washington, D. C. While

present a portrait of his son, Charlie, to 
the university of Georgia, anda portrait of 
himself to the Baptist college, at Louisville, 
Ky., to each of which he had made a donation 
of fifty thousand dollars, to establish professor- 
ships. Heasked Mr. Corcoran what artist he 
should select todo the work. Mr. Corcoran 
told Senator Brown that Professor Guillaume 
was by all odds the best portrait painter in 
America, and he was selected. 

He has been to Atlanta three times, as the 
guest of Mr. Julius L. Brown. 

When Mr. Julius Brown was made chair- 
man of the committee to have painted a 
portrait of Mr. Grady, he induced the com- 
mittee to select Professor Guillaume to do the 
work. 

Professor Guillaume is pronounced by 
judge; to be the finest living rose painter. His 
flower pictures are superb. 

He is very old now, in his seventy-fourth 
year, and it is more than likely that his pres- 
ent visit to Atlanta will be his last. 

He is one of the most modest of men. Mr. 
Brown had great difficulty in persuading 
him to come to the chamber of commerce, and 
when, in response to the resolution of Colonel 
Adair that Mr. Brown and President Oglesby 
introduce him to the members of the chamber, 
he blushed like a girl. 

Professor Guillaume will remainin the city 
a little while longeras the guest of Mr. Brown. 

PRESIDENT OGLESBY’S THANKS. 

When the applause subsided President 
Og'esby arose, and turning towards the picture, 
said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee: 
In expressing to you the thanks of the entire mem- 
bership of our chamber, for the careful and faith- 
ful service you have today completed, italso vives 
me pleasure to make known to theartist, Professor 
Guillaume, our appreciation of his most excelient 
and satisfactory work. 

In officially receiving from your hands this 
splendid portrait 1 am impressed how peculiarly 
appropriate it is that the picture of Henry W. 
Grady should be placed in our hall by the side of 
the portrait of another whose memory, with his, 
we shail ever preserve. 

A singular coincidence is the fact thatthey both 
came to us from the same place—the beautiful city 
= ee Both came in the fresh vigor of man- 

1ood. 

In the very fullness of his meridian Benjamin E. 
Crane departed and left with us, as an eterna! her- 
itace, a spotiess record of honor and integrity. 

Tie loss of Henry W. Grady is yet a fresh and 
tender recoliection. He left us just as the morn- 
ing sun of his life was melting away all sectional 
shadows, and bringing to the eyes of the world 
this g’orious land of his birth, in which, to use 
hisown eloquent words, “There is centered ail 
that can please or pro hd human kind.” Al- 
though his voice was suddenly hushed, his words 
will find a living echo: though his work was un- 
timely ended, the harvest of its good fruits will 
go on forever. 

But I cannot trust myself to say more. Wehave 
with us this morning soine of the c‘o:est friends 
of h's life whom we will be glad to hear from, 
amongst them his partner and co-worker, Colonel 
E. P. Howell, who will now speak to you. 

President Oglesby was deeply moved during 
his remarks and several times was cn the point 
of quitting. Ashe concluded, he called upon 
Captain Howell, editor-in-chief of THE Con- 
STITUTION—Mr. Grady’s life-long friend. 
Captain Howell took the stand. 

CAPTAIN HOWELL ACCEPTS FOR THE CHAMBER, 

That he was deeply affected was plain to 
every one. As he advanced towards the 
stand, he stopped a second in front of the 
picture. He appeared to be studying it in- 
tontly and as he turued away, tears were flow- 
ing down his cheeks. 

Captain Howell spoke as follows:

I know of 
no déath that:has been so liard for me to réalize as 
his. Sometimes it seems that he is not dead, but 
only gone on some mis3zion of Kindness and 
merey. His heart was always full of gentleness 
and mercy. He cared but litt'e for the things of 


this life, and always helped those in distress or. 


trouble. The chamber of commerce has paid his 
memory a tribute that his friends —= wil 
not forget in. placing his portrait 
on the right side of the nobie man who so long 
sresided over its destinies—-Major Crane. 1 he- 
fieve that froin his present happy home he looks 
down upon us and saye, “God Wess this chamber of 
commerce and God bless Atlanta.” : 

He thought a greatdeal of this body and es- 
pecially of the manufacturing interests of this 
city, and he was always ready to lend the ferce of 
his pon and, if need be, of his eloquence to the 
acconiplishment of anything for the good of 
either. 

He was one of the few men I have ever heard 
of, or known, who combined the happy facnity of 
speaking a8 eloquentiy ashe could write. I was 
thrown with him a great deal, and knew more of 
him, probably, than any one, except his mother 
and wife. He was the first man [I ever employed 
on THE CONSTITUTION, and I felt always hke he 
was my brother, and he has often said that I was 
like a father to him. If 0, it was because his 
noble qualities made me love him with more than 
the love of friendship. 

Few men know of his wonderful fidelity to his 
friends. He was true and faithful to them at all 
times and under all circumstances. In this re- 
spect, his was one of the grandest souls I ever 
knew in my life. 

In accepting this tribute for your chamber, I 
desire to express the sincere appreciation of his 
associates and hisfamily. They are ali satisfied 
in every respect with the beantiful portrait, and 
with your efforts todo all in the power of human 
skill to replace his noble face in your midst. 

You are all acquainted with his public work, 
and the result ofhat he.did with tongue and pen 
is a heritage left every Ccitizeh in Atlanta and 
an inspiration to urge others to emulate his noble 
example of public spirit. His record is a grand 
and glorious one, but, as a true and tried friend, 
let me bear testimuny that his noblest trait was 
his devotion to his friends and his ever-willing- 
ness to sacrifice himself, if necessary. for the com- 
fort or welfare of those whom he loved; and he 
was aman who loved the world and looked on its 
brightest side. 

To you, my fellow-citizens, for thus honoring 
his memory, let me say that [ wish Ihad his elo- 
quent tongue to thank you.

MR. CHAMBERLIN SPEAKS.

JUDGE TOMPKINS ADMIRES GRADY. 

Judge H. B. Tompkins was called upon by 
President Oglesby, and said: 

Judge Tompkins said: So much has been spoken 
and written of Mr. Grady by eloquent tongues and 
pens, not only in Atlanta,in Georgia,but through- 
out the whole nation, that little is leit to be 
spoken of him now. The chairman of our com- 
mittee, my friend Mr. Brown, seems to have rec- 
ognized this in his short but eloquent address. 
But, as we are gathered here to receive the por- 
trait of our friend, who must ever live in our 
hearts and memories, it is fitting to add somethin 
that will show how much we respected, admurec 
and loved him. That picture,so vivid, so life- 
like, speaks foritself. Itis an ssqutere piece of 
artand a model likeness for which the great 
artist should receive our gratitude and thanks. 
Looking, as it were, into his very face and stand- 
ing in his very presence, there are some things 

I cannot refrain from speaking of my dead 
friend. Truly he possessed the most wonderful 
powers as an intellectual, a thinking man; and 
ndded to this he was always a peaceable man. 
Nothin#, to my mind, in remembering all that he 
was, strikes me with so much force as the recog- 
nition that he so fully deserved the beatitucde that 
is promisedjto those }who make peace. His use- 
fulness, his power, his influence was not greater 
—probably not so great—as a man of large inte- 
lectual power, as that he always stood ready and 
able to heal dissension, to put down discords and 
to lead the way in all harmony. And thus he was 
ever leading all the elements of society toward 
unity and concert of action. 

I have often heard it said.in view of the many 
tributes to his worth and fame, that he died at the 
right time for his own reputation and renoun. This 
isa grave mistake. If any man ever did die too 
sdéon, that man was Henry Grady. With his great 
and sunny nature he had, at thirty-eight years of 
age, but begun the work for which he was pre- 
eminently fitted. He was a developing, a growing 
man in mind, in character, in power. And with 
ten or fifteen years longer of life, active, working,

THE BEGINNING OF THE SESSION OF 
THE GRAND LODGE YESTERDAY. 


Escorted to the Knights of Pythias Hall by 
Members of the Atlanta Lodges, and After 
Addresses the Body Proceeds to Work. 


The Ancient Order of United Workmen 
was in session yesterday and until a late hour 
last night. 

There were a large number of delegates from 
the various lodges within the jurisdiction, and 
at 10 o’clock sharp delegations from Atlanta, 
Fulton and Piedmont lodges were on hand at 
the Kimbail house, and a large procession 
formed to escort the delegates from the Kim- 
ball house to the place of meeting. 

Dr. J. C. Barclay. grand master of the juris- 
diction, called the meeting to order and intro- 
duced Judge James A. Anderson to the audi- 
ence. Judge Anderson, in a neat little speech, 
presented Hon. John T. Glenn, mayor of At 
lanta, who delivered the address of welcome. 

Mayor Glenn’s address was short and to the 
point, and was one of those clever hits for 
which no one is more ready than Mayor Glenn. 
His speech was able, and at the same time 
spicy and entertaining. He welcomed the 
order to the city, and extended to the dele- 
gates, as the chief executive, the hospitalities 
of the city. His address was listened to with 
enjoyable attention, and he took his seat amid 
hearty applause, 

Grand Master Workman Barclay then in- 
troduced Hon. E. Grigsby Thomas, of Colum- 


bus, and Mr. Thomas said: 

Mayor Gienn, Grand Master Workman and 
Brothers: This city is known to the outside world 
as the Gate city, and one whose gates are ever 
open to welcome the coming guest. In the wise 
economy of nature, each continent has its moun- 
tain rauges to denote perpetuity, interspersed on 
either side with hills, valleys. and rivers. The 
human family soon appreciated the fact that cer- 
tain strategic points must be occupied for offense 
or defense, and to aid the onward march of 
progress. These places are always noted 
as places of refuge and welcome 
to the race of trade and advancement of 
ecience. Such was Jerusalem to the continent of 
Asia, Rome and Gibraltar to Europe and Carthage 
to Africa. Our own continent has its Boston, 
New York and Chicago. The Piedmont region 
has its Atlanta. Desolated by war, hemmed in on 
all sides by unfriendly legislation, the south is in 
the position of Israel of old; when the Red sea 
confronted them and the Egyptians were behind 
them, the command came from on high: ‘Let the 
people go forward.’ 

So in no unmistakable tones came the com- 
mand from on high, ‘‘Let the people of the south 
go forward.” And Atlanta, in obedience to that 
command, with her noble sons, led thevan. And 
now today she is looked upon and beloved, not 
only as the — of the state of Georgia, but as 
the bright and shining capital of the whole south- 
land. The entire south has caught her spirit of 
pes and has extended eyen to Columbus. 

The spirit of progress is so great along the 
whole route that in our journey from the city of 
Columbus yesterday we could hardly tell when we 
left Columbus and when we reached Atlanta, and 
I believe that ina few years Pine moutitain will 
be the dividing ridge between the two cities.

The hospitality of Atlanta is known throughout 
the United States and, yes, I might’ say it has 
crossed the ocean and is known around the world, 
and it is known throughout the world that any- 
body, no matter what his creed or calling may be, 
may come to Atlanta and meet with a hearty wel- 
come and be insured protection and encourage- 
ment in the pursuit of his adoption. 

We appreciate your cordial welcome, believing 
that it is heartfelt and sincere. In order that you 
may know who are your guests, I deem it not in- 
appropriate that I should make some slight refer- 
ence to our order. Twenty-one years ago, at 
Mea‘isvilie, Penn., the first lodge of this order was 
instituted. From that little seed thus planted it 
has extended its usefulness throughout the whole 
United States and Canada. On the first day of 
March, 1890, its membership numbered 233,056. 

Last year it paid out to the widows and orphans 
of deceased brothers nearly $4,000,000, or each day 
of the past year this order has paid out, on an aver- 
age, the sum of $10,000 per day tothe widows and 
orphans throughout the country, whose husbands 
and fathers were members of our order. 

And this is only our twenty-first anniversary. 
We are now celebrating in your city the 
majority of our order. Some may ask, being only 
twenty-one years old, why we cail ourselves ‘“‘an- 
cient?’’

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GEORGIA RAILROADS. 


BIDS TOBE ADVERTISED SOON FOR 
THE W.& A. LEASE. 


Talbotton and Western—Louvale to the 
River—Middle Georgia and Atlantic— 
A Number of Short Roads. 


It isn’t long now until the bids forthe West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad will be called for 
under the act of the last legislature. 

The road is to be advertised, weekly, for 
four weeks immediately preceding the 27th of 
June. 

All bids are*due at the capitol on the 27th 
of June. Then ‘‘within three days’’ after that 
date the bids are to be opened by the gov- 
ernor, comptroller-general, secretary of state, 
treasurer, and attorney-general, ‘‘or a majority 
of them.”’ 

So the successful bid may be known on the 
27th of June, or as late as the 30th. 

Since the legislature adjourned, and people 
have had time to think the matter over, the 
drift of opinion has strengthened the idea that 
there would be bids submitted under the 
present terms of the contract. 

This was very generally doubted at first. 
The prophets are pretty well agreed now, 
though, that at least one bid will be submitted. 

‘And that,’’ said one of them, yesterday, 
‘“‘willbe by the Terminal company and the 
Louisville and Nashville jointly.” 

There are still others, of course, who believe 
that no bids will be submitted under the 
present act. 

“Tf the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Terminal company agree on anything,”’ said a 
well-posted railroad man yesterday, “‘it will be 
to see that no bids are submitted under the 
act of the last legislature. In this way they 
may force upon the next legislature a modifi- 
cation of some terms of the lease. The 
ninth section of the act is an eye-sore. 
Surely a railroad never was leased 
terms like that. The lessees have no control 
over the road. It makes them an isolated 
road—not capable of making itself part of any 
system. It must give the same rates to all 
connecting roads. The act seeks to govern 
rates in Tennessee, which is further than the 
railroad commission can go. 

“That section is impracticable, and ifs pro- 
visions cannot be carried out in good faith. 
But the priceis all right—the road is worth the 
minimum fixed in the act, and with the ninth 
section out of the lease act the road would have 
more than one bidder in June.”’ 

About Over the State. 

One thing noticeable about the railroad-build- 
ing of these recent times in the state is the num- 
ber of small railroads projected and built by local 
subscription. 

It used to be that northern trust company 
capital was used, if the road was only five miles 
long. The first step to be taken in building a road 
was to go to New York. 

Bot all over the state these little branch roads 
are eo projected and built entirely, or in great 
part, by local subscription. 

A Georgia farmer, Colonel James M. Smith, 
of Smithsonia, has begun a branch from his already 
successful railroad towards the place where the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northera will pass near his 
farm. Notonly this, he is extending a branch in 
the direction of Sandy Cross, about ten miles in 
another direction. The survey of this latter route 
will soon ‘be completed, and grading will com- 
mence immediately. When these routes are com- 
pleted, two engines will be required to perform 
the work which they will be required to do. 

The people of Danielsville are going to build a 
road connecting them with the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern. The connection will probably be 
made at or near John Russeli’s, eight miles from 
Danielsville. 

Three preliminary surveys have been made for 
the extension of the Empire and Dublin from 
Hawkinsville, Ga., to Grovania, and the line will 
now be located at once.

The Indictments Made—A Peculiar Case of

The federal court was disturbed by very 
little business yesterday. 

The court was only in session a few minutes, 
and further than receiving the report of the 

and jury on several cases nothing was done. 
The indictirents brought in were of minor 
importancé, for the most part being small 
cases of illicit distilleries, counterfeiters and 
the like. Q ; . 

Among these was a peculiar case of a coun- 
terfeiter’s game. Charlie Burns, an itinerant 
peddler, was arrested on a charge of palming 
off counterfeit money on the governnient. 
The circumstances that led tohis arrest are 
interesting, _. for the very singu- 
lar feature of the case is 
that Burns is charged with making counterfcit 
silver money out of gold. On his person was 
found a twenty-dollar gold piece nicely pol- 
ished like a bright silver dollar; also a ten- 
dollar gold piece touched up in a similar man- 
ner. 

An expert was called upon to examine the 
coins and testified that they were pure gold 
and worth theirfull value. Burns says he car- 
ried the coins in a package with mercury and 
the contact made them silvery. 

The court claims that the money was coun- 
terfeit, in that it was suspiciously misguiding 
in appearance. 


The grand jury has adjourned until next Tues- 
day, and having disposed of butfew of the cases 
to be investigated, it is expected that a large 
docket will be piled up next week. 

The court will take up several trials on Monday 
next, among which are the cases of 
John Gilbert, charged with perjury; Christopher 
Clarke, resisting an officer’s arrest and conspiracy ; 
Bunker Holden, stealing a pension check, and 
Oscar Holmes, making counterfeit money. Several 
other cases of minor significance will! be tried.

CONSERVATIVES CAUGHT NAPPING. 


The Parnellites Secure the Second Reading 
of the Laborers’ Bill. 


Lowpow, May 14.—In the house of com- 
mons, this afternoon, Joseph Francis Fox, 
nationalist, moved the second reading of the 
Irish agricultural laborers’ bill. The bill pro- 
poses he wet of the church surplus to assist in 
the erection of laborer:’ cottages. 

Mr. Johnston, conservative, member for 
south Belfast, moved the rejection of the bill 
on the ground that the surplus was not suf- 
ficient to cover the charges of the land bill 
and the laborers’ bill. 

Mr. David Plunket accused the Parnelites 
of trying tosnatch a division. He said they 
had assented in full force at a time when the 
bulk of the members were absent in crder to 
get the bill read asecond time. The object 
of this was to destroy the laborers’ clauses in 
the land. bill. He reminded the house that 
Mr. Dillon had protested against the appro- 
priation of the church surplus in the land bill 
as being purely the Irish fund which he want- 
ed for eduemional purposes when home rule 
was obtained. Yet here were the Parnellites 

roposing to devote the surplus to the build- 
ng of laborers’ houses, 

Mr. T. W. Russell, unionist, moved to ad- 
journ. He said that nota single clause of the 
bill had been explained. It was an attempt to 
stab the land bill in the back. 

Mr. Balfour commented on the silence of 
the Irish leaders on the measure. Nobody 
seemed to think it necessary to explain the 
provisions of the bill. In view of this state 
of affairs he would support the motion for an 
adjournment. 

Mr. Russell’s motion to adjourn was lost, by 
a vote of 94 to 68. The announcement of the 
result was received with cheers by the Par- 
ne llites. 

Mr. Parnell then moved that the question 
of second reading be now put. 

The speaker declined to put the motion, the 
house desiring to continue the debate.

THE BOY KILLED HIS FATHER, 


But Was Led Thereto by a Long Course of 
Cruel Conduct. 

RALEIGH, N.C., May 14.—[Special.]—Avery 
Butler, the young white boy in jail at Clinton 
for the assassination of his father, has at last 
made a full confession. He says his father 
was very cruel to himand to other members of 
the family and that a man urged him to put his 
father out of the way, and upbraided him for 
not doing so at once. Avery borrowed a gun 
from his brother, intending to go hunting, 
but met this -man who told him 
what to do. Accordingly the lad went to 
a place by a’street along which his father 
passed and found his evil advisor already 
there. The latter told young Butler just 
when to shoot, and the boy fired as his father 
came near. Both boy and his adviser then fled, 
and the boy has not seen the latter since. Itis 
not true that Mrs. Butler urged him to kill his 
father. The boy was cruelly beaten by his 
father, kicked off the porch once, and his body 
is now covered with scares. It is probable that 
his death sentence will be commuted. 


THE CAISSON CAREENED 


And Several Men Lost Their 
Drowning. 


LOovISVILLE, Ky., May 14.—A caisson at the 
new bridge capsized this afternoon, killing 
one man and injuring several others. Ed Me- 
Donald, a corker, was inside the caisson and 
fourteen men were at work cementing the out- 
side. The caisson began to careen, and there 
was an effort toright it, when suddenly the 
timbers holding itin place snapped and the 
massive structure slowly turned over and now 
stands bottom side up. The men clambered 
up the sides. C. LP. Mitchell, assistant-super- 
intendent of work, was caught bya falling 
beam and killed. Charles Saunders, a carpen- 
ter; Ed Branham, a corker, and Joseph 
Wathen, a corker, are missing.

| Chattanooga’s Scheme For Increasing Her 


Postal Statistics. 

CHATTANOOGA, May 14.—[Special.]—-The 
postofiice authorities have taken active steps 
to have the eight suburban postofiices abol- 
ished, and establish a general office in the 
city, making regular carrier deliveries to the 
suburbs. The ideais to have all mail deliv- 
ered by carriers, those of the suburbs, probab- 
ly, having a conveyance, aud making two de- 
liveries daily. Money-order stations will be 
established at St. Elmo and Hill City, where 
money ordersgnd posta) notes can be secured, 
without necessitating a trip tothe city, The 
government will pay the agent who conducts 
the money-order station two percent on all 
stamps sold, but the station will have nothing 
to do with the collection and delivery of mail 
matter. The abolition of these suburban of- 
fices, and the concentration of all the 
oftice business to the Chattan oftice, will 
require’about ten additional carriers, five of 
whom are really needed in the city, even 
under the present system

compete successfully with their fellow- 
citizens who were more fortunate in being on a 
highway to the markets of the world.

The immense forests of yellow 
pine, than which no other article furnishes 
more valuable traftic for railroads. After the 
trees have for years furnished naval stores, al- 
most of themselves suflicient to make a line 
proitable, then follows ithe saw-mill and the 
result in revenue is still better. These pine 
lands when denuded of the forest, have, by the 
mtoduction of cheap fertilizers and a new 
kind of cotton seed, been found to yield more 
and better cotton than the uplands.. So much 
for this low land district that has been so jong 
neglected. 

“Coming to the middle section of the state, 
will be found a soil capable of producing a 
(rop haere certain, more nearly staple, and 
more profitable to the average farmer than 
any crop in the known world. This section is 
increasing in population at an enormous rate, 
mostly drawn from the northern states. It is 
£ well authenticated fact, that one man ship- 
ped to the north and northwest, from middle 
Georgia, neariy $100,000 worth of peaches this 
Season of his own product, and the demand 
Micreases yearly, This will give you an idea 
of what the fruit crop means in the way of 
venue to railroads.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 14.—The stock market to- 
day was extremely active all day, while the 
strength shown kept pace with the activity, and 
an allmost unbroken line of advances among the 
active shares is the result of the day’s operations. 
Trading teday rave most positive evidence that 
the public is in the market to a much larger ex- 
tent than it has been given credit for of late, and 
professional operators found the making of quota- 
tions taken entirely out of their hands, which is a 
comparative’y new experience for them. The re- 
cent disturbances in the west seemingly count for 
nothing against the general inipression that 
values are on an up grade, and the news of the 
day, especially that of a bearish tenor, was paid 
absolutely no attention to. 

Foreigners were more of a factor today than 
they have been at ‘any time yet, and purchasers 
for forcicn account gave the market its first ad- 
vance today, in the face of considerable pressure 
brought to bear.by the shorts. Commission 
houses were well’ supplied with buying orders, 
and at every concession there was a flood of buy- 
ing orders executed, which quickly turned the 
course of prices and reactions were short and of 
§mall importance. 

In some stocks there was considerable excite- 
meitat times, and while different shares came to 
the front at different times, there was no dimi- 
nution tolarge trading from beginning to end. In 
early dealings, coal stocks were the most promi- 
nent for strength, and Delaware and Hudson shot 
up five per cent more, to 175, Jersey Central fol- 
lowing. Trust and Southwesterns also led the 
forenoon, but later trusts, especially Chicago 
Gus, took the:, lead, followed later ‘by 
Atchison, St. Paul and Richmond and West Point. 
Bull points were cut.on almost everything on the 
list, and there was scarcely a stock which did not 
share in the general improvement. Among the 
specialties there were not 80 many marked move- 
ments, but San Francisco stocks were again sharply 
advanced, and Mexican Central and Laclede Gas 
were specially prominent for both strength and 
animation. There were realizations all day long, 
but se’l'ng was the heaviest toward delivery hour, 
and temporary reaction was forced at that time, 
but the demand was too much for the sellers, and 
the market closed very active and strong, gener- 
ally at about the highest prices of the day.
